Campaign 
Against Crossing 
Accidents 


Level crossing accidents still 
take a heavy toll of lives in 
Canada. Official figures issu- 
ed recently show that 119 per- 
sons were killed last year int 
the dominion in this type of ac- 
cident, while more than 500 suf 
fered injuries. 

The annual report of the pro- 
vincial secretary's department 
in Alberta showed that several 
fatal accidents occurred at 
these crossings, with a good 
number being injured. 

Steps to reduce the number 
of level crossings in various 
provinces are under considera- 
tion by the federal transport 
board which recently made a 
survey of the western provinces 
It is understood that negotie- 
tions are going on with provin- 
cial and municipal authorities 
to undertake a number of these 
projecte. 

Meantime the AMA ie stress 
ing the need of careful driving. 
Doubless many of these rail- 
way crossing accidents could be 
avoided if the drivers of cars 
would use every precaution to 
see that the way is clear, ‘Stop. 
Look and Listen” at these cross 
ings will mean saving many 
lives each year.

Our Half Acre

The department of agricul- 
ture is urging all who grow 
potatocs to help control Bac- 
terial Ring Rot. If you use a 
few precautionary methods. 
this serious disease can be 
kept at bay. Make sure your 
seed is good. If you have not 
sufficient of your own, try to 
obtain it from a neighbor whose 
crop is known to be free from 
disease. Don't use seed pota- 
toes purchased from your local 
store unless you know definite- 
ly that they came from a source 
free from disease, or unless 
they bear the Dominion tag 
certificate showing that they 
-re of seed quality. 

The planting of Ring Rot in- 
fested potatoes will mean not 
only loss of time, labor and 
crop, but is on a par with the 
carelessly thrown match that 
atarts forest fires. Results are 
rapid and may be equally  dis- 
astrous,.

Post Season Cultivation 
Cultivation after the crop has 


been sown has solved to some 
extent the problems of growing 


out and destroying annual 
weeds without delaying seed- 
ing of the crop. When using 


this method the crop must be 
sown at a heavier rate, at least 
three inches deep and then rod 
weeded or wire weeded when 
the first sprout on the kernal is 
one inch long. This method has 
proven effective for the con- 
trol of annual weeds such as 
stinkweed, mustard and other 
annual weeds. 


Use clean seed of good vital- 
ity, and be sure and treat all 
secd grain for smut, either 
with the mercurial dust or 
formalin,

If you are among those who 
had to bring feed from other 
districts this past winter, you 
are well advised to watch for 
new weeds. A_ keen lookout 
while you are araund the fields 
this season may prevent a real 
infesation later. Teach the boys 
and girls to know the wecde. 
Their powers of observation are 
notably more acute than those 
of many adults. If you find 
some weeds that you are wn- 
able to identify, get in touch 
with your field supervisor at 
the municipal office, Three 
Hills, or the district agricultur- 
ist at Drumheller.

Prairies Suited 
ToFlax Growing 


Canada’s prairie provinces 
are ideally suited to the grow- 
ing of flax, according to a eur 
vey made by the National Bar- 
ley and Linseed Flax Commit- 
tee which has been studying 
ways and means of averting a 
threatened shortage of linseed 
oil in the Dominion. Linseed 
oil, used for many essential pur 
poses in Canada, is made from 
flax. 

The survey results are of 
special interest right now, in 
view of a recent increase in 
flax prices from $2.75 to $3.25 
a bushel as of August 1, 1946. 

The cool climate of the prair 
iea lend itself so well to the 
growing of this crop that 95 
percent of all the flax produced 
in Canada at the present time 
conres from the three provinces 
of Manitoba, Sasaktchewan 
and Alberta. 

The committee points out, in 
its study of the situation, that 
the best results from flax are 
obtained when it is used in 
proper rotation with other crope 
and adds that little trouble may 
be expected from weeds if 
clean seed is used in clean soil. 
Under proper conditions 3 
yield of 15-20 bushels per acre 
is not unusual and with such @ 
yield the crop will prove profit- 
able to farmers. 

Although early experiences 
with flax were not always sat- 
isfactory to the farmers, the 
trend has been reversed in 
many cases in recent years. A 
survey of farmers who have ex- 
perimented with this crop finds 
many high in their praise 
flax as a profitable and satis- 
factory farming operation. 

“Flax crops will stand more 
drought, hail, windstorms, dam- 
age, heat and unfavorable con- 
ditions than any other crop we 
have grown,’ H. B. Sommer 
ville of Hartney, Man: , stated 
recently. “We get fair crops of 
flax when other grain fails,” he 
said and added that in his ex- 
perience the crop could be sown 
as late as the 2lst of June, al- 
though May sowing eliminated 
danger of early frosts. “Last 
year,” he said, “our wheat crop 
averaged $24 per acre on our 
best ground while our flax, on 
our second best ground averag- 
ed over $35 per acre.” 

e committee which is 
studying this problem is pre- 
pared to provide farmers in all 
parts of Western Canada with 
detailed information regarding 
planting and harvesting of this 
crop. A booklet released by 
them entitled “The Truth about 
Flax” contains many __interest- 
ing answers to questions fre- 
quently asked by farmers about 

ax.
